years ago. 


It is even rumored that he has con- 
fessed that such is the case. 
Mingo 
Jack's real name was Samuel JohnsoD, 
and he was arrested on March 5, 1886, 
on the charge of having outraged 
Miss 
Angelina Herbert, the twenty-four-year- 
old daughter of Henry Herbert, of this 
place. 
There was no direct 
evidence 
connecting him with the crime. 
Even 
his victim failed to identify him 
when 
he was brought before her. 
Circum- 
stances were etrongly against him, tiow- 
ever, and he bore a very bad reputation. 
Johnson was locked up in the little 
county jail and left without a guard. 
During the night the jail was broken in- 
to and Johnson taken out and lynched.

Qalt Work and no Trains Leave 


Chicago but the Mail. 


CHICAGO, F e b . 2 7 . — J u s t 
b e f o r e t h e 
time appointed for the strike on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, 
(4 o'clock a. m.) trainmaster S. T. Pope 
issued an order that no trains should be 
moved west of Chicago. This was taken 
by the few train men in the yards as a 
confession that the company had secured 
BO men worth mentioning, and that the 
road would in a moment more be prac- 
tically tied up. 
At precisely 4 o'clock 
engine 447 went into the Western avenue 
round house. 
Three others soon fol- 
lowed, and the engineers and firemen 
quit work. The strike was on in earnest. 


A couple of suburban trains were the 
only ones to come in over the Burlicgton 
road this morning. 
Master Mechanic 
Howland was in charge of one engine 
aod Superintendant Binthran the other. 
No train left up to 10 o'clock But the 
mail. 


Of the 1,600 firemen and engineers, 
all struck but one, an engineer at Gales- 
burg. 
The strikers did not bring the 
engines through to the end of 
their 
runs. 
Before 11 o'clock fifty appli- 
cants for positions had been accepted. 
The manager says so far as he knows 
only engineers and firemen are in the 
strike. 
At East St. Louis the platform 
men and brakemen also stopped.

A DOUBLE CRIME. 


A Fearfttl Tragedr 
Enacted at 
Mil- 
waukee, Wis, 


MELWAUKEB, WIS., F e b . 27.—A fear- 
ful tragedy has been added to the annals 
of crime in Milwaukee, Gustav Winkler 
killed his wife and then rid the com- 
munity of himself. 
The murderer was 
32 years of age aw^ father of three child- 
ren, respectively 6 months, 2 years, and 
3 years old. 
Wickler had come to this 
country about a year ago, the means 
for the trip having 
been 
furnished 
him bv his uuole, Fred. Preusser, a 
prominent business man of 
Milwaukee. 
Winkler was a fresco painter by trade, 
but an inventor by inclination, and his 
frequent disappointments unsettled 
his 
mind. 
He was of a jealous nature and 
frequently had trouble with his wife. 
Their quarrels occurred regularly 
and 
were no secret to their neighbors. 
A 
lady who lives in the same house. 
No. 
707 Cedar street, this noon heard a dull 
noise in Winkler's apartments, but paid 
no particular attention to it. 


Their children were playing around 
the house, but towards evening missed 
their parents, and their cries brought 
the lady from up stairs to the Wmkler 
rooms below. 
She forced one door open 
and found the couple dead. 
Winkler 
had a quarrel with his wife early in the 
morniug, and it was renewed at noon. 
The outcome was that he took a revol- 
ver aiid sent a bullet into his wife's 
brain, then fired a second into his own 
moutti. 
Death must have been instan- 
taneous in both cases. 
The scene was a 
horrid one as the police 
and 
others 
found it. 
Winkler was connected with 
some of the best families in town, 
the 
famous occulist Dr. Schneider, being 
his cousin.

Laughlin a liar. 
The judge paid no at- 
tention to the remark of Irons, but a 
moment or two later bitterly denounced 
him as an agitator and an anarchist of 
the Spies and Johan Most type. 
Irons 
then sprang to his ^feet and in a highly 
excited manner and still louder voice, 
branded the judge as a liar. 
The scene 
was quite dramatic and exciting, but two 
deputy sheri£fs soon squelched the irate 
defendant, and Mr. Laughlin continued 
his speech.

Some time Saturday night burglars 
broke into the safe with tools stolen 
from a convenient blacksmith shop, and 
with powder blew the iron box to pieces.

stamps was left behind. 


It was one of the boldest

FRIGHTFUL PUNISHMENT. 


Monks Cast Alive Into a Crematory 
Near Canton. 


SAN FBANOISOO, Cal., F e b . 
2 7 . — T h e 
Chinese mail, which arrived, brings the 
details of a remarkable tragedy in a 
Buddhist monastery at 
Boundridge, 


near Canton. 
A number of monks and 
nuns appeared to take the vows of the 
order recently, and among the appli- 
cants were two 
unusually 
beautiful 
youDg women. 
Their physical charms 
proved too much for two of the monks, 
who, when the others had gone from 
the Temple, made a desperate assault on 
the youQg women. 


Their screams bronght the others to 
the rescue. 
The abbot decided to turn 
the monks over to the civil magistrate, 
but the latter sent them back to the 
monastery for trial and punishment. 
Each offender received twenty lashes on 
the bare back in the presence of all the 
others. 
This punishment so enraged 
the culprits that when released 
they 
armed themselves with knives and at- 
tacked the abbott. 
when they 
were 
bound, and this time it was determin- 
ed to make the 
punishment 
severe. 


It was resolved to burn the offenders 
to death in the cremating house of ^ the 
monastery that the purifying influâmes 
of fire might first cleanse their 
hearts. 
Then it was hoped that even on their be- 
half the saving power of Buddha might 
be exerted. 
On the 17th of January the 
sentence was carried out. 
The two 
priests were carried bound into the cre- 
mating house, and in the presence of the 
brethren and a large crowd of spectators 
from the village, they were burned to 
death.

Johnson, 
jumped and escaped with a broken leg.

badly shaken up, but none were fatally 
hurt. 
The passenger engine, tender, 
baggage car, day coach, sleeper and a 
number of freight cars were consimied. 
Overland trains No. 1 and 3, which were 
run around the wreck by Julesburg and 
Greeley, Col., to Cheyenne, were delay- 
ed twenty hours.

COUNCIL DOINGS. 


Important Committee Meetings In Pro- 


gress This Afternoon. 


The remains of Martin Golden, the 
young man killed in the Pittsburg and 
Fort Wayne railroad collision near War- 
paw. Friday night, were brought home 
Saturday night and will be buried from 
the family home, 82 Smith street, to- 
morrow morning at 9 o'clock. 


The remains of the young man killed 
with Golden have not been identified 
and will be buried at Warsaw. 


The locomotives implicated in che 
collision were brought to this city and 
this morning they were standing in the 
company's yards at the Lafayette street 
crossing, where they attracted consider- 
able attention. 
They are badly shat- 
tered and will be taken into the com- 
pany's shops here, where they will either 
be thoroughly repaired or torn to pieces 
as may be determined on after an exam- 
ination. 


The Warsaw Times has these addi- 
tional particulars of the wreck: 


Wm. Lohrman, the engineer of the 
east bouod train, jumped from his en- 
gine and fell across a rail, sprained 
his 
back and bruised bis face, although he 
is not, perhaps, seriously injured. 
The 
fireman, Udney Huff, who formerly re- 
sided at Kosciusko, in this county, was 
thrown the entire length of a car, fall- 
ing on the wood in the tender, 
and 
from thence to the ground. 
At first he 
thought he was not htirt to any 
great 
extent, but this morning he was not able 
to use one of his limbs, his foot and knee 
being: badly bruised. 
Two tramps, who 
were stealing a ride upon one of 
the 
trains, were killed. 
They with two or 
three others were in a box oar about the 
middle of the train. 
The two th^t were 
killed had evidently jumped from the 
car, on the north side of the track, and 
from the position in which they were 
found, it looked as if they bad just 
struck 
the 
ground 
when 
the 
box 
from the car flew from the 
trucks, 
crushing 
them 
to 
the 
earth, 
biome of the train men recognized one of 
the bodies as tbn remains of a man by 
the name of Golden, of Fort Wayne, a 
former brakeman on the road. 
What is 
remarkable in connection with the great 
crash of the cars was that about 
two 
hours after the accident occurred six or 
eight more tramps emerged unhurt from 
a box car which was piled high up on 
a mass of trucks, timber and other de- 
bris, and which was badly damaged and 
torn. 
Not one of the beholders sup- 
posed for a moment that anv 
human 
being could possibly escape from the 
terribly wrecked and 
crushed 
cars. 
These tramps insisted that thev had not 
even been awakened by the shock that 
must have been of terrific force. 


Two fine horses were killed, said to 
have been racing animals, and if so their 
value would no doubt be very 
great. 
None of the train men other than thc»e 
referred to, were hurt, although it was 
reported that some shreds of clothing 
had been found near the main body of 
the wreck, and it was supposed that it 
might have belonged to the body of an- 
other tramp that may have been thrown 
under the debris of the wreck. 


Al. Walsh, a switchman on the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago road, 
who resides at Warsaw, while conpling 
oars, Saturday, was almost crushed to 
death.

round without any money.

Here he was 
condemned to stand, without food or 
water, j ust inside the outer gate of the 
magistrate's yamen, the sport of hun- 
dreds, tintil death put an end to his 
sufferings.

The largest passenger engine ever 
constructed, says the Albany Argus^ 
is now being built in the Schenectady 
Locomotive Works, for the Michigan 
Central Bailroad, and is calculated for 
express and passenger purposes. 
It is 
a ten-wheel engine, having three pairs 
of coupled driving-wheels and a four- 
wheel truck. 
The drivers are sixty- 
eight inches in diameter, with twenty- 
four-inch stroke. 
The boiler is fifty- 
eight inches in diameter, and has 147 
two-inch semi-steel flues. The fire-box 
is eight feet long by forty-two and 
seven-eighths inches wide, and, like 
many recently built, is placed above 
the frames, whicn 
gives 
increased 
width. 
The tank is carried on two 
four-wheel channel iron trucks. 
The 
capacity of the tank is 3,000 gallons, 
and the tender has a capacity of eight 
tons of coal. 


IN the city of Louisville, Ky., lives 
William Hancock, 
who spent eight 
days of his life nailed up in a coffin in 
a burial vault. 
The horrible experi- 
ence unsettled the man's reason and he 
seldom leaves the room in which he 
sleeps and eats. 
Sixteen years ago 
Hancock was a man of some means, 
living then in Kansas City. 
He was 
taken ill one day and gradually grew 
worse until apparently he died. 
An 
undertaker was called in and the usual 
ghastly preparations for an interment 
were gone through with. 
Two days 
after his death the funeral took place 
and the man was followed to the burial 
ground by his sorrowing friends. 
The 
body, instead of being put in a grave 
at once, was placed in a receiving 
vault. 
Eight days afterward the sex- 
ton took his men and started to re- 
move the coffin to the grave that had 
been prepared, when he was horrified 
to feel something move and hear a 
slight groan from the supposed dead 
man.

Physicians were summoned 
and a galvanic battery applied.

He has never recovered from tho effects 
of his awful experience, mentally, b;i 
is still a fairly strong and healthy man 
for his age.

Rings for the Fingers, 


Of all the ornaments with which 
vanity, superstition, and affection have 
decorated the human form, few have 
more curious bits of history than the 
finger-ring. 
From the earliest times 
the ring has been a favorite ornament, 
and the reasons for this general prefer- 
ence shown for it over other articles of 
jewelry are 
numerous 
and 
cogent 
Ornaments whose place is on some por- 
tion of the apparel, or in the hair, 
must be laid aside with the clothing or 
head-dress; are thus ea.sily lost and 
often not 
at 
once missed. 
Pins, 
broches, buckles, clasps, buttons, all 
sooner or later become defective in 
some part, and are liable to escape 
from an owner unconscious of the de- 
fect in the mechanism. 
The links of a 
necklace in time become worn, and the 
article is taken off to be mended; the 
spring or other fastening of a bracelet 
is easily broken, and the bracelet van- 
ishes. 
With 
regard 
to ornaments 
fastened to parts of the savage body, 
mutilation is necessary, the ear must be 
bored, the nose be pierced, the cheeks 
or lips be slit, and, even after these 
surgical operations are completed, the 
articles used for adornment are gen- 
erally inconvenient, and sometimes, by 
their weight or construction, are ex- 
tremely painful. 


In striking contrast with decorations 
worn on the clothing, in the hair, round 
the neck and arms, or pendant from 
the ears, lips, and nose, is the finger- 
ring, the model of convenience. 
It is 
seldom lost, for it need not be taken 
off, requires no preparatory mutilation 
of the body, is not painful, is always in 
view, a perpetual reminder, either of 
the giver or of the purpose for which 
it is worn.

BAKING JOWDERS. 


OfDelal Teits by the Ohio 8tete Food 
OommlssiOB. 


ADAlyses of the Chief Brands of tbe 


Country—Their Strength and 
Taloe Asecrtaioed. 


The Ohio State Dairy and Food com- 
mission under the direction of the legis- 
lature ol that state, has made public the 
result of its recent official examination 
of the baking powders of the market. 
As many of the brands analyzed are in 
use throughout the country, the report 
of the commission will be found of gen- 
eral interest 


The startling fact.is brought out by 
the report that of the thfarty different 
brands of taking powder 
analyzed, 
twenty are made from alum, a substance 
declared by the highest medical author- 
ities to be injurious to health when uted 
in food. 


The commission classify the baking 
powders into three general divisions, bc- 
cording to their value: 
1st 
Cream of tartar baking powders. 
2d. Phosphate baking powders. 
3d. Alum baking powders. 
The commission explains that the best 
baking powder is that which, the in- 
gredients being healthful, gives off the 
largest amount of leavening gas and 
leaves the smallest amount of residum in 
the bread. A small amount of catbonate 
of ammonia, which is considered health- 
ful, is used in some of the cream of tar- 
tar powders to give them a higher 
strength. 
The commission says that 
ainm is undoubtedly a hurtful salt. The 
report ranks the powders and shows the 
amount in each of inert resultants, which 
in using would appear as residum in the 
brea4, as follows:

Price's—the inert matter in Price's is 
seen to be about five in seven more than 
in the former, a difference of 71 3-7 per 
cent., the Boyal being purer than Price's 
by a corresponding figure. 


The carbonic or leavening gas pro 
duced by the powders indicates their 
strength; and their true value may be 
ascertained by ooubidering the amount 
of this gas in connection with their inert 
matter of rutiiduum as shown above. The 
higher the per centage of gas and the 
lower the per ceiitage of residuum the 
better ihe baking powder.

Freneli and Amerlc«ii Newipspen. 
Braader Matthews has in the Cen^ 
tury 
an illustrated article on "Pari- 
sian Newspapers," which he begins as 
follows: "One of the most character- 
istic street cries of London and New 
York is never heard in Paris, nor is one 
of the most picturesque figures in the 
streets of London and New York ever 
seen in the streets of Paris, for in 
France the noisy and pertinacious news- 
boy is unknown. 
The functions of this 
unstable disseminator of intelligence 
are filled in Paris by the staid old 
dame, who sits at the receipt of custom 
in a kiosque. 
A Parisian kiosque has 
nothing oriental but the name. It is a 
little sentry-box of glass, just large 
enough to shelter the newsvender from 
the changreable weather of the French 
capital 
On a little stand in front of 
the kiosque are tiny heaps of countless 
newspapers of the city, and on strings 
on each side are pendent numbers of 
the chief illustrated journals, artistic 
and comic. 
These kiosqnes are scat- 
tered along the boulevards, and from 
them the Parisian buys his Figaro in 
the morning and his Temps at five in 
the afternoon. 


"This difference of attitude between 
the hurrying American, who has to 
have his newspapers brought to him in 
haste hot from the press, and the 
leisurely Frenchman, who is content to 
pick up his paper when he goes 
abroad—this difference is far more 
than external; it is essentially Itypical 
of the French journal and the English 
or American newspaper. 
For one 
thing, the French journal is not a news- 
paper in the American sense of the 
word—and of a truth it does not pre- 
tend or desire to be. 
The Figaro now 
and again make a ludicrous claim to 
the uljiquitous omniscience of the Lon- 
don Times or the New York Herald^ 
but this is not to be taken seriously. 
The fact is that while the primary qual- 
ity of a good English or American 
daily paper is news, the primary qual- 
ity of a good French paper is not news, 
but criticism—criticism of politics in 
the first place, of course, and, in the 
second, criticism of commerce, of law, 
of finance, of science, of art, of litera- 
ture, and of the drama. 
The aim and 
ideal of the best French editors is to 
present not so much the minor details 
of a fact, but the best possible opinion 
on the fact. 
Of mere brute news, mi- 
nute particulars of ¡scandals, crimes, and 
horrors, such as we here in America 
have dumped upon our breakfast-table 
every morning, with all the accom- 
panying repetition and accumulation 
of uninteresting facts—of all this the 
reader of the Parisian journal sees lit- 
tle or nothing. 
The childish or unin- 
telligent thirst to know what has hap- 
pened, regardless of the importance of 
the event, has not yet been developed 
in France by the riyalry of scrambling 
editors; and it may be asserted with- 
out fear of contradiction that even if 
they could have it without cost and 
without trouble, French editors would 
refuse to print most of the trivial trash 
which cumbers t)ie columns of even the 
foremost American papers. 


"It is not that some of Parisian pa- 
pers do not print trivial trash, and 
trash worse than trivial ; the difference 
is rather in aim, the French editor^ 
thinking first of criticism and the Amer- 
ican editor only too often thinking of 
mere news—first, last, and all the time. 
Yet the leadinpr principle which should 
govern even in news-gathering is bet- 
ter understood in Paris than in London 
or New York. 
This is the principle 
which has aptly been called the 'per- 
spective of news,' and by virtue of 
which a trifling accident in the imme- 
diate neighborhood is of more impor- 
tance than a great calamity a thousand 
miles awav. As Yillemessant concisely 
put it, 'A dog run over on the Boule- 
vard des Italieus' is of more conse- 
quence to the Figaro 
than an earth- 
quake in Australia. If we substitute 
for the injured dog a picture exhibited 
or a new play produced, we have just 
the things about which the Parisian 
papers give the most news." 


Was Honesty the Best PolicyT 


The Listener is reminded by a story 
in the local columns of a morning paper 
of the discouragements which some- 
times attend the doing of a good deed- 
The story is of a small boy who found 
a $2.50 gold piece among some pennies 
that had been given him in change, and 
took the coin back to the "young lady 
cashier" who had given it to him. The 
young woman promptly 
covered it 
back into her treasury, and, ignoring 
the small boy, "at once entered into a 
discussion with a masculine associate 
as to how the piece came in the cent 
compartment of the money-drawer." 
As the honest boy was not interested in 
the question how it came there, he 
withdrew. 
That was alL 
"H<£c fa- 
hul(B docet" if it "doceV anything, very 
much the same thing that one did of 
which the Listener had a certain knowl- 
edge. 


A very small boy of his acquaintance, 
a very honest small boy indeed, found 
that a dog that had strayed into the 
neighborhood was advertised for. H« 
gathered up the dog and took him to 
the advertised address, proud in the 
counsciousness of having done a good 
deed. 
As soon as he had entered the 
place, which was a store, the proprie- 
tor seized the dog and kicked the boy 
out of the store, accompanying the 
physical indignity with: 
"Get out, 
you little thief! I'll teach you to stea] 
.my dog!" The boy came home with 
tears in his eyes. 
"I shall never, never 
take home another dog," was the les- 
son that he had learned from his ex- 
perience. 


Another friend of the Listener—a 
man this time—took back a gold dollar 
that he found among some pennies and 
felt that he must have received at a 
certain place. "I will take your dollar," 
said the - gruff cashier, thrusting it 
promptly into a box, "but I doubt very 
much whether any mistake has been 
made!"

InereftseofTea Prod action. 


The statistics of the export of Japan- 
ese tea show that while the annual 
quantities sent abroad (mainly to the 
United States) have rapidly increased, 
the prices are still more rapidly dimin- 
ishing. 
In 1859, the first year Japan 
was opened to foreign trade, the export 
was only 20,000 pounds, while in 1878, 
the last year for which the compara- 
tive statistics are given, it reached 22,- 
500,000 pounds. 
For the most part the 
increase was a steady aud regular one, 
showing few and trifling fluctuations. 
I Not so, however, the prices. In 1866 
the average 
price 
per picul 
(133i 
' pounds) was 23, in 1869, $30, 1870 $32, 
1871, $38, 1872 $37, and then it declined 
until in 1878 it was only $18, or less 
than half that of 1872. 
As in China, 
the cause of this enormous decline in 
value is depreciation in quality; the 
tea-growers, being anxious to get the 
leaf rapidly and in as large quantities 
as possible to the market, do not give 
it the time and care required in the 
delicate operation of producing high 
quality tea. 
From a report made by 
the Assam Secretariat to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal it appears that in 1886 
there were in the Brahmapootra and 
Surma valleys 8S3 tea gardens of over 
934,000 acres, of which only an area of 
204,000 acres was under actual cultiva* 
tion. 
One-sixth of this area was added 
in the last four years. 
The total yield 
was 61,000,000 pounds. The first sam- 
ple of Assam tea reached Mincing Lane 
in 1837, when, according to the Pioneer 
488 pounds were sold at 19 shillings 
per pound. 
In 1886 37,000,000 pounds 
came from the Brahmapootra valley 
and 24,000,000 pounds from the Surma 
valley, being at about the rate of 360 
pounds an acre.

Where shingles are scarce or too 
dear, says a Louisiana paper, roofs 
could be thatched with sedge grass as 
an excellent substitute for shingles on 
out-buildings. 
Sedge grass sometimes 
grows four or five feet high, the straw 
is stiff, and the tops made up of small 
branches and twigs well adapted to 
such purposes. 
It is said that a good 
thatched roof of sedge grass set at an 
angle of 45 degrees will shed water and 
last for fifteen or twenty years. Tie 
the bundles of sedge grass up with 
waxed twine or tarred twine, the butt 
to be larger than a man's wrist. 
Nail 
lathing on the rafters eighteen inches 
apart. The first row of sedge bundles 
for the eaves should be laid butts down, 
the butts nailed with ten-penny nails to 
the lathing. 
All the others sliould be 
butts up. 
Lay the bundle on the lath- 
ing, knot on the twine up, and there 
should be three inches of loose twine 
left on this knot when binding. 
Drive 
a ten-penny nail near the knot through 
the bundle into the lathing, and before 
linking it too deep with the hammer 
take two half hitches around it with the 
three inches of spare twine. 
When 
completed put saddle l)oards on top, 
and the roof is com])lete--warmer in 
winter than shingles, cooler in summer, 
and nearly as lasting as shingles if the 
Vork is well done.

TBB largest passenger engine ever 


constructed, says tbe Albany Argus, 
is now being built in the Scheneotady 
Locomotive Works, for the Michigan 
Central Railroad, and ia calculated for 
express and passenger purposes. It is 
a ten-wheel engine, having three pairs 
of coupled driving-wheels and a four- 
wheel truck.

.Br»uder MaUUsws h«« in the Cm- 
tury an illustrated article on "Pali, 
fllan Hewspapers, * wbieh he begins M 
foUowi:-1 "One of ;the most ohartotar* 
istto street cries of London and New 
York is never h'eard'in Paris, not is one 
of the moat piotnreaqae figures in the 
streets of London and New York ever 
aeon in the streets of Paris, for in 
France the noisy and perttnaoioni news- 
boj is unknown. The fonotions of this 
nnstable disseminator of intelligence 
are filled in Paris by the staid old 
dime, who sita at the receipt of custom 
in a kiosqne. A Parisian kiuoqae hu 
nothing oriental bnt the name. It is a 
little sentry-box of glass, just large 
enough to shelter ttie newavender from 
the changeable weather of the French 
capital On a> little stand in front of 
the kioeque are tiny heaps of countlesB 
newspapers of the citv, and on strings 
on each side are pendent numbers of 
the chief illustrated journals, artistic 
and comic. These kiosqnes are scat- 
tered along the boulevards, and from 
them the Parisian buys his Figaro in 
the morning and his Temps at five in 
the afternoon. 


"This difference of attitude between 


the hnrrving American, who has to 
have Ms newspapers brought to him in 
haste hot from the press, and the 
leisurely Frenchman, who is content to 
pick np his paper when he goes 
abroad—this difference is far more 
than external; it is essentially (typical 
of the French journal and the English 
or American newspaper. 
For one 


tiling, the French journal is not a news* 
paper in the American sense of the 
word—and of a truth it does not pre- 
tend or desire to be. The Figaro now 
and again make a ludicrous claim to 
the nbiquitoos omniscience of the Lou* 
don Times or tbe New York Hcrali, 
bnt this is not to be taken seriously. 
The fact is that while the primary qual- 
ity of a good English or American 
daily paper is news, the primary qual- 
ity of a good French paper is not news, 
bat criticism—criticism of polities in 
the first place, of course, and, in the 
second, criticism of commerce, of law, 
of finance, of science, of art, of litera- 
ture, and of the drama. The aim and 
ideal of the best French editors is to 
present not BO much the minor details 
pfafaot, but tuebest possible opinion 
on the fact Of mere brute news, mi- 
nute particulars of|scandals, crimes, and 
horrors, such as we here in America 
hare dumped upon our breakfast-table 
every morning, with all the accom- 
panying repetition and accumulation 
of uninteresting facts—of all this the 
reader of the Parisian journal sees lit- 
tle or nothing. The childish or unin- 
telligent thirst to know what has hap- 
pened, regardless of the importance of 
the event, has not yet been developed 
in France by the ritalry of scrambling 
editors; and it may- be asserted with- 
out fear of contradiction that even if 
they could have it without cost and 
without trouble, French editors would 
refuse to print most of the trivial trash 
which cumbers the columns of even the 
foremost American papers. 


•It is not that some of Parisian pa- 


pers do not print trivial trash, and 
trash worse than trivial; the difference 
is rather in aim, the French editor, 
thinking first of criticism and the Amer- 
ican editor only too often thinking of 
mere news—first, last, and all the Urn*. 
Yet the leading principle which should 
govern even in news-gathering is bet- 
ter understood in Paris than in London 
or New York. This is the principle 
which has aptly been called the "per- 
spective of news,' and by virtue of 
which a trifling accident in the imme- 
diate neighborhood is of more impor- 
tance than a great calamity a thousand 
miles away. As Villemessaut concisely 
put it, 'A dog run over on the Boule- 
vard des Italieus' is of more conse- 
quence to the Figaro than an earth- 
quake in Australia. If we substitute 
for the injured dog a picture exhibited 
or a new play produced, we have just 
the things about which the Parisian 
papers give the most news,"

quality tea. From a report, made by 
the Assam Secretariat to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal it appears that in 1886 
there were in the Brahmapootra and 
Surma valleys 883 tea gardens of over 
934,000 acres, of which only an area of 
204,000 acres was under actual cultiva- 
tion. One-sixth of this area was added 
in the last four years. The total yield 
was 61,000,000 pounds. The first sam- 
ple of Assam tea reached Mincing Lane 
m 1837, when, according to the Pioneer 
488 pounds were sold at 19 shillings 
per pound. In 1886 37,000,000 pounds 
came from the Brahmapootra valley 
and 24,000,000 pounds from the Surma 
valley, being at about the rate of 860 
pounds an acre.

Where shingles are scarce or too 


dear, says a Louisiana paper, roof* 
could be thatched with sedge grass, as 
an excellent substitute for shingles on 
out-buildings. Sedge grass sometimes 
grows four or five feet high, the straw 
is stiff, and the tops made np of small 
branches and twigs well adapted tb 
such purpose*. It is said that a good 
thatched roof of sedge grass set at an 


e of 45 degrees will shed water and 
for fifteen or twenty years. Tie 


the bundles of sedge grass up with 
waxed twine or tarred twine, the butt 
to be larger than a man'i wrist Nail 
lathing on the rafters eighteen inches 
apart The first row of sedge bundles 
for the eaves should be laid butts down, 
the butts nailed with ten-penny nails to 
Ihe lathing. All the others should be 
butts up. Lay the bundle on the lath- 
ing, knot on the twine up. and there 
should be three inches of loose twine 
left on this knot when binding. Drive 
a ten-penny nail near the knot through 
the bundle into the lathing, and before 
linking it too deep with the hammer 
take two half hitches around it with the 
three inches of spare twine. When 
completed put saddle boards on top, 
and the roof is complete— warmer in 
Winter than shingles, cooler in summer, 
and nearly as lasting an shingles if the 
work is well done.
